PROPERTY SEIZED 


SOFT GOAL OPERATORS SIGN 


Chicago, April 3.—John Alexander 


Howie, head of thev"ChrIstian Catholic 
Church in Zion," has be«n deposed as 
* religious leader, suspended from 
tneinbersblp in the church he founded, 
ehora of his temporal possessions as 
'far as they are located in Zion City, 
the home of .his cMldiiood, and warned 
to accept the situation quietly lest 
*rors3 things befall him. 


The active revolt against the leader- 


ship of Dowie was foreshadowed Sun- 
•day. when Overseer Voiiva, who had 
•f>een placed by Bowie In. charge of the 
church, while he sought health in Ja- 
maica and Mexico, announced that he 
would no longer accept orders from 
-Dowie, who had, be declared, grossly 
.mismanaged-the affairs of the church, 
The members of the church, including 
the wife and son fef Dowie, agreed to 
atand with him. 


The first move looking to his over- 


throw was made Monday by Overseer 
Voiiva, who holds a power cf attorney 
from Dowie. In fc&inpany with several 
•other officers of the church, Voiiva 
hastened to Waukegan, the county 
<*eat of Lake county, in which Zion 
<3ity it situated, and filed for record a 
•warranty deed transferring to /lexan- 
•der Granger all the real estate held 
T>y Dowie in Zion City. He also exe- 
cuted a bffl of sale to Deacon Granger 
patting him in possession of all of the 
personal property of rtowie, including 
'his horses and carriages, books and 
-even his bed. Later in the day Gran- 
ger conveyed these to Voiiva and at 
'nightfall the overseer appointed by 
Dowie had not only succeeded him as 
the head cf the church, but was the 
nolder of all of Ms property as well. 
Tke following message was then sent 
to Dowie, Informing him of the change 
In the situation: 


"Dowie, Ocotlan, Jalisco, Mexico- 


Telegram received here and Chicago. 
Practically all, Including 
Cincinnati 


representatives, indorse Voliva's ad* 
ministration, Speicher's reinstatement 
«md Granger's retention, emphatically 
protesting against your extravagance, 
liypocrisy, misrepresentations, exagger- 
ations, tyranny and injustice. You are 
hereby suspended from office and raem- 
TSership for polygamous teaching and 
other grave charges. See letter. Quiet- 
ly retire. 
Further interference will 


precipitate exposure, rebellion, legal 
•proceedings. Your statement of stu- 
pendously magnificent financial outlook 
Is extremely foolish In view of thou- 
sands suffering through your misman- 
agement. Zion and creditors will be 
protected at all costs."

ter, when Dowie Sad been given an 
opportunity for reply. He said, bow- 
•erer .that the teachings had not been 
public, but were of a private charac- 
ter.

Philadelphia, April 3.—There was a 


complete suspension of m-nins opera- 
tions ta the- anthracite region in ac-

tion, with the solitary exception of 
the Peoples' Oxford colliery, an Inde- 
pendent colliery near Scranton, which 
employs about 500 hands.

ers, but there was no response to the 
blowing of the whistles other than 
the appearance cf the engineers, fire- 
men, pumpmen and others whose pres- 
ence at the mines is necessary to pre- 
serve them from injary and who were

order. 


The action of the miners occasioned 


no sx:rprise en the part of the opera* 
tors who, while they offered work and 
protection to those who might desire to 
go into the mines, did not anticipate 
the acceptance of the?r o£er. That the 
fact that most of the mine workers 
when they left the workings on Sat- 
urday took their working materials 
with them was indicative <£. their in- 
tention to remain airay from the mines 
until ordered to return by President 
Mitchell. The best of feeling between 
operators and miners Is reported from 
all sections, and the hope that a sat- 
isfactory agreement may be reached at 
the conference in New Tork is express- 
ed by both sides. 


Significance is attached by the min- 


ars to th* -fact that there is no ap- 
garent fiitempt on 'the part of-the oper- 
ators to Impbrt non-union labor, and 
they regard this as a favorable sign. 


The miners' leaders are careful to 


assert that no strike has been declared, 
the suspension being merely a business 
necessity, as tha miners have no ar- 
rangement with the operators nutil the 
scale Is adjusted by the committee. 


During the day In several of the dis- 


tricts groups of men picketed the ap- 
proaches to the collieries, but there 
presence was unnecessary. In the vi- 
cinity of Scranton most of the wash- 
eries were operated. 
The washeries 


produce only steam sizes from coal al- 
ready run through the breaker and 
screened, and it Is not likely that there 
will be any opposition from the miaera 
to the operation cf these washeries, as 
their production is insignificant. 


In the anthracite region there are 


about 400 collieries, employing 160,000 
men and boys. Host of these, about 
150,000. are affected by the order to 
suspend work, the remainder being the 
engineers 
and others exempted by 


President Mitchell. 


The only disturbance that marked 


the closing of the mines occurred at 
Moosie, a small town near Scranton, 
where John Shepherd, a civil engineer 
at the Consolidated colliery of the 
Pennsylvania Coal company, was shot 
In the hip by Anthony Coplosk, a mine 
worker. 
Coplosk had an argument 


with a mine guard, during which he 
shot at the latter. The bullet went 
wild .and struck Shepherd, who was 
standing nearby.

Neither Miners Nor Operators WiM 


Predict the Outcome. 


New York. April 3.—The second 


meeting of the committees represent- 
ing the anthracite mine workers and 
their employers convened in this city. 
Neither miner nor operator would ven- 
ture a prediction as to the outcome, as 
neither party is aware of what the 
next move of. the othSr'jRfiU be. Both 
sides are hopeful, however, and there 
Is a feeling among those vitally inter- 
ested in the struggle that some way 
oat of the present fliniculty will be 
found. This feeling is based on the 
fact that each side ~z£s only played 
its first card, and that the real ne- 
gotiations have net as yet begun. 


None of the miners' leaders would 


be quoted as to the situation, as shown 
by the first day's suspension, but they 
all admitted privately that the utmost 
harmony prevails In the r%Tion, and 
that rumors that thousands of men 
would not obey the suspension order 
have proved groundless. 


The conciliatory spirit shown in the 


first meeting of the two committees 
Is not expected to obtain in the con- 
ference. Tha operators are indignant 
over the action of the miners' union in 
forcing a suspension 
of operations, 


and from Information gathered it li 
not unlikely that the miners will be 
told that tteir action was "extraordin- 
ary," as President Baer has already 
told Mr. Mitchell by telegram.

Mr. Bobbins of 
ficlally announced that he had signed 
the scale of 1953, ami among the other 
signers were the Monongahela River 
Consolidated Coal and Coke company, 
the Ellsworth Ccal company, the Cres- 
cent Coal company, the Miulin- Coal 
company, the Peoples' Coal company, 
the Marine Coal company, the Steen 
Coal company, the Vesta Coal com- 
pany, the Dilworth Coal company, and 
the MansEeld Ccal and Coke company.

The action of the minerà occasioned 
no surprise on the part of the opera-' 
tors who, while they offered work and 
protocllon to those who might desire to 
Ro Into the mines, did not anticipate 
the acceptance of thefr offer. That the 
fact that most of the mine workers 
when they left the workings on Sat- 
urday took their 
working materials 
with them was indicative ot their in- 
teiition to remain away from the mines 
until ordered to return by President 
Mitchell. 
The best of feeling between 
bporators and miners is reported from 
all sections, and the hope that a sat- 
isfactory agreement may be reached at 
the conference in New York is express- 
ed by both sides. 


Significance Is attached by the mln- 
'srs to tb« fact that there is no ap- 
parent attempt on the part of the oper- 
ators to Import non-union labor, and 
they regard this as a favorable sign. 


The miners' leaders are careful to 
aesert that no strike has been declared, 
the suspension being merely a business 
necessity, as the miners have no ar- 
rangement with the operators nutll the 
scale is adjusted by the committee. 


During the day in several of the dis- 
tricts groups of men picketed the ap- 
proaches to the collieries, but there 
presence was unnecessary. In the vi- 
cinity of Scranton most of the wash- 
erics were operated. 
The washerles 
produce only steam sizes from coal al- 
ready run through 
the breaker and 
screened, and it is not likely that there 
will be any opposition from the miners-I 
to the operation of these washerles, as 
their production Is ilisignlficant. 


In the anthracite region there are 
about 400 collieries, employing 160,000 
men and boys. 
Most of these, about 
150,000, are affected by the order to 
suspend work, the remainder being the

President Mitchell. 


The only disturbance that marked 
the closing of the mines occurred at

Neither miner nor operator would ven- 
ture a prediction as to the outcome, as 
neither party Is awarô of what the 
next move of the othâr .will be. Both 
sides are hopeful, however, and there 
Is a feeling among those vitally Inter- 
ested in the struggle that some way 
out of the present difficulty will be 
found. 
This feeling is based on the 
fact that each side h ^ 
only played 
Its first card, and that 
the real ne- 
gotiations have not as yet begun. 


None .of the miners' leaders would 
be quoted as to the situation, as shown 
by tho first day's suspension, but they 
all admitted privately that the utmost 
harmony prevails In the r^Tlon, and 
that rumors that thousands of men 
would not obey the suspension order 
have proved groundless.

Indianapolis, 
April 3.—Information 
received so far at the national head- 
quarters of the United Mine Workeri 
of America indicate that the strike ol 
soft coal miners will not be extensive 
for any length of time, many operators 
already having expressed a wiillngness 
to grant the Increased wages asked 
by the miners' union.

And this little shelf 
suspended in mid-air was half a bow- 
shot above the bottom of the canon.

DOWIE DETHRONED; 
PROPERTY SEIZED 


Chicago, April S.— John Alexander 
Dowie, head of tho-“Christian Catholic 
Church iu Zion,” has been deposed as 
a religious leader, suspended from 
tnemberahip In the church he founded* 
«horn of his temporal possessions as 
’far as thBy are located In Zion City, 
¡the home of his childhood, and warned 
fco accept the situation quietly lest 
Vorse things befall him. 


The active revolt against the leader­ 
ship of Dowie was foreshadowed Sun­ 
day, when Overseer Voliva, who had 
^>een placed by Dowie in.charge of the 
church, while he sought health In J a r 
maica and Mexico* announced that he 
would no longer ‘accept orders from 
¡Dowie, who had, he declared, grossly 
;mismanaged the affairs of the church, 
T he members of the church, including 
the wife and son *of Dowie, agreed to 
totand with him. 


The first move looking to his over­ 
throw was made Monday by Oversee* 
Voliva, who holds a power of attorney 
from Dowie. In 66mpany with several 
'O th e r officers of the church, Voliva 
hastened to Waukegan, the county 
«eat of Lake comity, in which Zioa 
Oity it situated, and filed for record A 
Warranty deed transferring to Alexan­ 
der Granger all the real estate held 
1by Dowie In Zion City. He also exe­ 
cuted a bill of sale to Deacon Granger 
putting him in possession of all of the 
personal property of Dowie, including 
*1i1b horses and carriages, books and 
•even his bed. Later in the day Gran­ 
ger conveyed these to Voliva and at 
’nightfall the overseer appointed by 
Dowie had not only succeeded him as 
the head of the church, but was the 
holder of all of his property as well. 
Trke following message was then sent 
to Dowie, informing him of the change 
In the situation: 


"Dowie, Ocotlan, 
Jalisco, Mexico— 
‘Telegram received here and Chicago. 
Practically all, 
including 
Cincinnati 
representatives, indorse 
Voliva's ad* 
ministration, Speicher's reinstatement 
<aad Granger’s retention, emphatically 
protesting against your extravagance, 
hypocrisy, misrepresentations, exagger­ 
ations, tyranny and injustice. You are 
hereby suspended from office and mem­ 
bership for polygamous teaching and 
other grave charges. See letter. Quiet­ 
ly retire. 
Further interference will 
precipitate exposure, 
rebellion, legal 
proceedings. 
Your statement of stu­ 
pendously magnificent financial outlook 
1s extremely foolish in view of thou* 
cands suffering through your misman­ 
agement. 
Zion and creditors will be 
protected at all costs/'

MINE SHUT DOWN 
IS K0 W COMPLETE 


The Anthracite Workers Obey Scale 
Committee's Order to a Man* 


SOÏT COAL 
OPERATORS 
SIGN 


Two Children Scalded to Death. 
Centralia, Pa., March 30. — During 
tha temporary absence of their mother 
from the kitchen of her home near 
here, Charles and Nellie George, 4 
and 2 years old respectively, fell into 
a tyb filled with scalding water. When 
lifted from the tub the girl was dead. 
The bpy expired soon after. 


Philadelphia, April 3.—There was a 
compiere suspension of mining opera­ 
tions in the anthracite region In ac- 
-cordance with the order issued last 
week by President Mitchell, of the 
United Mine Workers of America, and 
the scale committee of that organiza­ 
tion, with the solitary exception of 
the Peoples* Oxford colliery, ail inde­ 
pendent colliery near Scranton, which 
employs about 500 hands. 
This mine 
was kept in operation during the 
strike of 1002. Every colliery was open 
as usual àn-* in readiness for the work­ 
ers, but there was no response to the 
blowing of the whistles other than 
the appearance of the engineers, fire­ 
men, pumpmen and others Whose pres­ 
ence at the mines is necessary to pre­ 
serve them from injury and who were 
exempted 
in 
President 
Mitchell’s 
order. 


The action of the minerà occasioned 
no surprise on the part of the opera* 
tors who, while they offered work and 
protection to those who might desire to 
go into the mines, did not anticipate 
the acceptance of their offer. That the 
fact that most of the mine workers 
when they left the workings on Sat­ 
urday took their 
working materials 
with them was indicative 
their in­ 
tention to remain away from the mines 
Until ordered to return by President 
Mitchell. The best of feeling between 
operators and miners is reported from 
&11 sections, and the hope that a sat­ 
isfactory agreement may be reached at 
the conference in New York is express­ 
ed by both sides. 


Significance is attached by the min­ 
ers to th* fact that there is no ap­ 
parent attempt on the part of the oper­ 
ators to Import non-union labor, and 
they regard this as a favorable sign. 


The miners’ leaders are careful to 
assert that nò strike has been declared, 
the suspension being merely a business 
necessity, as the miners have no ar­ 
rangement with the operators nutil the 
scale is adjusted by the committee. 


During the day in several of the dis­ 
tricts groups of men picketed the ap­ 
proaches to the collieries, but there 
presence was unnecessary. In the vi­ 
cinity of Scranton most of the wash- 
erics were operated. 
The washeries 
produce only steam sizes from coal al­ 
ready run through 
the breaker and 
screened, and it is not likely that there 
will be any opposition from the miners-I 
to the operation of these washeries, as 
their production is iii3ignificant. 


In the anthracite region there are 
about 400 collieries, employing 160,000 
men and boys. 
Most of these, about 


150,000, are affected by the order to 
suspend work, the remainder being the 
engineers 
and 
Others 
exempted by 
President Mitchell. 


The only disturbance that marked 
the closing of the mines occurred at 
Moosic, a small town near Scranton, 
where John Shepherd, a civil engineer 
at the Consolidated colliery of the 
Pennsylvania Coal company, was shot 
in the hip by Anthony Coplosk, a mine 
worker. 
Coplosk had an argument 
with a mine guard, during which he 
shot at the latter. 
The bullet went 
wild and struck Shepherd, who was 
standing nearby. 


During the daj^ squads of state con­ 
stabulary, a police body organized un­ 
der an act of the last legislature, pa­ 
trolled various sections of the coal re­ 
gions, but found no disorder. 


In the I aefcawanna region, except tit 
the one non-union mine of the whole 
anthracite region, the Oxford colliery 
of the People’s Coal company.

“Wo are going to have a strike,** 
said the superintendent of one of the 
largest operating companies in the en­ 
tire region.

I do not think that any­ 
thing whatever will result from the 
conferent*e to be held In New York. 
That is my firm conviction.”

CONFERENCE IN SESSION 


Neither Miners Nor Operators Will 
Predict the Outcome.

Mr. Robbins of­ 
ficially announced that he had signed 
the scale of 1903, and among the other 
signers were the Monongahela River 
Consolidated Coal iind Coke company, 
the Ellsworth Coal company, the Cres* 
cent Coal company, the Mifflin* Coal 
company, the Peoples’ Codl company, 
the Marine Coal company, the Steen 
Coal company, the Vesta Coal com­ 
pany, the Dilworth Coal company, and 
the Mansfield Coal and Coko company. 
These companies represent 30,000,000 
tons, or over three-quarters of tho «oal 
mined in the Pittsburg district. 


The mines of the independent opera­ 
tors are shut down in the Pittsburg 
district in conjunction with those in 
Ohio. Indiana and Illinois.

pendent operators met In this city and 
adjourned after passing a resolution 
to Support the operators of the fore­ 
named states in refusing to sign the 
scale. 


KILLED IN DOORWAY OF HOME 


Mrs. Ennis Met Death By Shot In­ 
tended For Her Son.

To protect 
himself, Ennis struck the muzzle of thfc 
gun aside as the hammer fell and the 
charge of shot struck Mrs. Ennis, who 
was standing just behind him in the 
doorway in the face, almost blowing 
her head off. During the confusion fol­ 
lowing the shot, Bailey walked a few 
hufidreS yards away, 
lay 
down and 
went to sleep. 
When he was found 
there shortly afterward by ofilcers his 
savage dog was beside him and re­ 
fused to allow 
anyone to approach, 
Before Bai!ey*s arrest could be effect­ 
ed it was necessary to kill the animal.

HINTS OX CAKE-MAKING- 


Home-made cakes, skillfa'.iy mixed 


And baked, are wholesome. m«-ie nour- 
ishing and far more appi-iizin.s than 
bought ones. The art ot" cake-making 
is simple, the important points being 
exactitude in the proportions of in- 
gredients, care in preparing them, and 
Tightness of hand in mixing- 


Here are a few "sign-posts" which 


will point the way to success iu cake- 
making: 


All ingredients to be of good quality. 
The flour should be thoroughly dry 


and sifted well, if the cake is to be 
light. Damp flour makes heavy cakes. 


Fruit should be freed of stalks, 


stones and be rubbed- in a clean cloth. 


Fresh butter is better than salt: and 


sweet, pure beef dripping makes ex- 
cellent plain cakes. 


"Weigh each ingredient carefully, and 


be sure the quantities are correcr. 


Before greasing a cake-tin or lining 


it with greased paper, the tin urnst 
be greased properly, and. therefore, the 
cake will stick. 


A pinch of salt should be added to 


every cake: it brings out tke flavor of 
the ingredients. 


For all light and fancy cakes butter 


is usually creamed, and the operation 
is well worth the trouble.

Their plan was 
so "simple and plain" that many of the 
storekeepers bit quickly and parted read- 
ily with their cash. Their story was to 
the effect that they represented the syn- 
dicate which was preparing to handle 
the entire output of sugar distributed 
throughout the country, and that they 
were looking for dealers to act as their 
agents and sell the sugar.

ation the merchant must purchase a block 
of stock, the minimum of which was $^00 
and the maximum $500. It was not 
necessarv to pay down the full amount 
—it could.be^paid in installments of $50 
each. The company, said the agents, 
had its headquarters in "Wall Street, N. 
Y. Recent inquiries have revealed the 
fact that no such company exists, and 
the merchants wno gave up their money 
are hunting the supposed responsible 
people behind the corporation.

OF PRESENT-DAY 
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THEUK is apparently no more attrac- 
tive Held for engineering than the 
mountains of Switzerland, and the 
greatest skill and ingenuity have been 
e.vercised in tlie various railways de- 
signed to carry tourists to the sum- 
mits. 
Itocently there has been an en- 
tirely new departure 
from 
existing 
practice in a plan proposed for ascend- 
ing the northwestern side of the Wet- 
terhorn, -whirh rises pvecii)itonsly to an 
altitude of TTfK) feet above the sea 
level 
The new scheme consists of a 
combination of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the ordinary aerial cableway, 
now so much used in constructive en- 
gineering for the transport of mate- 
rials, and of the elevated mono-rail- 
way, best exampled in the line between 
liarmen and Elberfeld, in Germany. 
In the latter a car is suspended from 
a single rail supported by a system of 
girders, while in the new Swiss rail- 
wiiy, instead of a rail, a stout steel 
cable will be stretched from station 
to station, and from this will be sus- 
pended by its running gear a c.av or 
cage for the passengers. 
Each car will 
contain ten passengers, and bo of the 
lightest possible construction. 


The line will run from the Orindle- 
wald upper glacier, at about 40<)0 feet 
altitude, up to the Enge station in one 
lift, a distance of inuo feet. This sta- 
tion is of massive masonry, and af- 
fords an anchorage for the cable. The 
gradient of the cable for this part of 
the line is about eighty per cent. 
This 
station affords access to a series of due 
views, and there is a path along the 
Enge to the departure station of the 
second section of the line, which ex- 
tentis to a point at an altitude of TTGl 
feet, or a lift of 2?>00 feet. The motive 
power is to be electricity at high ten- 
sion, and part of the installation is al- 
ready completed. 
The summit of tlie 
Wetterhoru is 12,1.")0 feet above sea 
level, and from the present 
studies 
tliere is apparently no reason why ac- 
cess to it should not be gained by a 
series of such railways as the two sec- 
tions already described. 
Only once be- 
fore has the mono-rail sy.stem been 
used on a mountain railway, on Ve- 
suvius in 18S0, and this method was 
supplanted when the line was recon- 
structed.

IX the lirst place, there is no definite 
moment of death, 
"NVe all are grad- 
ually dying for years. 
The moment 
whicli is ordinarily ascribed to death is 
when the breathing stops, but this is 
purely arbitrary and the survival of 
an old belief that life was drawn in in 
the breath and the soul passed out -with 
the breath. 
The heart may continue 
to beat many minutes, and in animals 
under 
experimental 
conditions 
even 
for hours after re.spiratlon has stopped; 
the 
muscles 
are still 
irritable; the 
nerves are still able to carry nerve im- 
pulses. 
But while the cessation of 
respiration cannot be called the mo- 
ment of death, it is the cause of it, 
because the body cannot live -without 
air; the heart accordingly stops and 
the tissues die of suffocation. 


How arbltary it Is to call a man 
dead when his heart ceases to beat and 
he no longer breathes will be apparent 
w!j#n it is remembered that dogs may 
easily be revived after they have lain 
in this state for six or more minutes. 
If the dog's chest is opened and arti- 
licial respiration begun, and if the 
Heart is taken in the hand and rhythm- 
ically squeeztHl, gradually it begins to 
beat again, the dog begins to breathe; 
in fact,, he recovers normal life. I be- 
lieve tlie same experiment has not been 
tried in men, for the reason that in ill- 
ness the system is generally so pois- 
oned by the toxins of disease as to 
make it impossible .spontaneously to re- 
.-over, even though the heart ^jshould 
be kept beating.

SCIENTISTS are able to point out 
various tendencies and movements 
on the part of the i)lanet earth and its 
people which may result in the destruc- 
tion of human life by overcrowding, 
fctarvation, 
cold, heat or thirst. Fur 
centuries 
Biblical 
students, 
starting 
from the promise of Noah that man- 
kind would not again be swept away 
i.y a flood, derived from other texts 
the opinion that the "end of the world" 
would be by lire. The largest collec- 
tion of facts bearing on the point is 
probably in the works of Prince Kro- 
potkin. and relate to the Itussian Em- 
pire and some of its Asiatic neigh- 
bors. 


Explorations in Central Asia have 
show n beyond question that vast areas 
now desert were once fertile. 
Lakes 
ajid rivers which within historic times 
were important factors in commerce 
have disappeared or are disappearing. 
The Siberian lakes have shrunk since 


the eighteenth century. 
Novgorod, the 
great market town of the Volga region, 
owedMts early importance to its pro- 
tection 
from 
Mongol raids l)y vast 
marshes, which have gone dry without 
any large eiïort to drain them. 


In Afric.i, Lake Tchad, which loomed 
so large in the tales of explorers, is 
now a lialf-dried water bed. 
Lake 
Chirotia, to the southwest of Xyassa. 
has gone from the map. Lake Nganii. 
discovered by Livingstone, and then 
navigable, ha« ceased to exist. 
Ant! in 
Australia, Lake Eyre, to mention only 
tlie largest water body, has greatly 
lost its size in fifty year.s. In Europe 
no such g^'eat change con be noted, al- 
though Spain is certainly drier than 
it used to be. 


In America no such startling changes 
are recorded, though it is manifest that 
such rivers as the Ohio now (low less 
regularly, if not less copiously, owing 
1o the destruction of forests about their 
head waters. And here is the practical 
point of such collections of data as Mr. 
Whitby and others have made on this 
sub.iect. 
To speculate upon the ulti- 
mate end on earth of the human race, 
and whether it is destined to die of 
thirst, is to reach so far into the futuro 
that no conclusion' of practical utility 
can be drawn. 
But it is perfectly 
plain that if this and other nations 
wish to avoid the inconveniences of an 
irregular, and probably 
diminishing, 
water suiiply, they must take care of 
their forests.

A CATAUACT is a cloudiness of tlie 


liquid in one of the lenses of the eye. 
I\sually it takes months (or even years) 
to form, and after it has reached a 
certain stage of maturity it can be 
removed by an expert surgeon. 
That 
operation restores the sight. The most 
common cause of the formation of cat- 
aracts .seems to be advancing years, 
for they are rarely heard of in young 
people. 
A new but unusual agen(\v 
which produces them.or, at least, starts 
them, i.s- mentioned by a French med- 
ical journal, the Gazette des Hôpitaux. 


In the columns of that periodical Dr. 
Verhaegue reports that he has collect- 
ed from literature about twenty-twc- 
cases of cataract resulting from the 
action of lightning. 
These evils aro 
not cau.sed ])y the light, that is, by 
either heat or chemical rays, but b>; 
the passage of the electric current, li' 
they wove the result of the light they 
would be found as the result of the 
action of ordinary electric illumination. 
Troubles caused by lightning may in- 
volve other parts of the eye or product» 
paralysis of the muscles which move 
it. The lesions of the crystalline lens 
are most frequent 
The opacity oi 
the lens may begin -within a few days 
after the stroke of lightning, or in a 
few -weeks, or it may be delayed in its 
appearance for some months. 
Such 
cataracts are a long time in maturing, 
so as to permit of successful opera- 
tions. 
The author's case had no bad 
effects until 
six months 
after the 
stroke. 
They were three years in ma- 
turing, and a t one time there Avas a 
long period in which the process was 
entirely stationary. The operative re- 
sults Avere excellent. 


THE INDIANS 


Cnrlovt %nñ Mnny Ar« tli« Tli#torí«« K«- 
Kftnllnx Thflr Origin- 


When the Spanish discoverers camo 
to this hemisphere and found it in- 
habited by a copper-colored race; when 
they fnrti\erniore discovered t l ^ t therei 
was no connection between America 
and ludia, they began to inquite after 
!the origin of the Indiana, but arriveil 
ht no conclusion, and although numer- 
ous theories have since been advanced, 
we know to-day as little about them 
as those of the lifteenth centui^. 'i'li^y 
were the masters of the land -w-heu thtí 
erst discoverers lauded, out whenco 
they came or -whether a wave of an 
.ancient migration had thrown 
them 
from the old into the new world, the 
first discoverers know as little as dd 
our modern investieators. 
They were 
supposed to be the descendants of the 
lost tribes of Israel, and this supposi- 
tion has lingered till recent days. In- 
deed. the Mormons see in the red- 
skins nothing but Israelites, and their 
belief is based upon the revelations of 
(he Book of Mormon, the foundation 
of their creed. Scientific investigation^ 
however, has long since relegated this 
assumption to the realm of 
legend. 
Just as untenable, though less known, 
is the assumption that the Indians are 
the descendants of a colony of people 
of Wales, said to have been established 
by Prince Madoc in the year 1170. Tra- 
dition locates them first on the Atlantic 
Coast, w h e r e ' t h e THiscaroras were said 
to represent them in their purest form; 
later on, about the year 1770, We find 
the **white" Indians on the Missouri, 
and later still on the Red Rivoi*. Fin- 
ally they Averc identified with the 
Hopis in Arizona and th(^ Moclocs in 
Oregon, but since that time nothing 
more has been heard of them. 
Accord- 
ing to others, the Indians are descend- 
ent from the Greeks, Phoenicians, Irish 
or Polynesians. 
They base their hy- 
pothesis on similarity of customs and 
usages, uniform myths and words, in- 
stitutions and arts; but they forget that 
primitive peoples of different races re- 
semble each other surprisingly la cer- 
tain stages of their developmeat, and 
that it is hazardous to infer from these 
things a common origin. 
In recent 
times the theory gains more and more 
ground that Mongolian blood is flowing 
in the veins of the Indians. 
In fact, 
many strong arguments are cited in 
support of this theory, in particular 
the many religious legends which are 
common to boüi races. Still, it is hard 
to believe that Indians and Chinese 
originated 
from one and the same 
stock.—New York Tribune, 


TJnconscioiii of Fame. 


George Grote, the. famous author ot 
the '^History of Greece," long the stan- 
dard on that subject, was a man of 
great simplicity, and was wholly un- 
conscious of his own celebrity.

THIS waistcoat is made of pine -wood, 


said the cardroom boss of a woolen 
mill. 
The garment, of a thick, stiff, 
bluish stuff. looked as if it would Avear 
like leather. 


It will wear like leather, too, said the 
cardroom boss. If my experiments suc- 
ceed, cheap clothes in the future will 
be made of spruce or pine, instead of 
wool or cotton. A suit, then,'will cost 
half a dollar and last flve years. Nap- 
kins, shirts and collars are made of a 
l)lant fibre, the fibre of Jiemp. Why, 
then, I asked 
myself 
last 
year, 
shouldn't 
heavier, coarser 
stuffs bo 
made of the fibre of wood? 
I began 
to experiment, and here—he tapped his 
stomach, which the "waistcoat covered 
—here is the resulv. First, 1 grind the 
wood into a soft pulp, I press this pulp 
through 
perforated 
iron plates. 
It 
comes forth in long ropes, each rope 
as thick as a sausage. 
I dry these 
thiclv ropes, which a breath 
would 
break, and then I twist them, twist 
them tighter and tighter, smaller and 
smaller, 
till 
finally 
they 
become 
threads. 


Once the threads are gotten, the rest 
is easy. 
Part of the threads become a 
warp, and fonn the lengthwise lines 
of a i)iece of cloth in a loom. Part of 
them become filling and dart in clatter- 
ing shuttle.s^ across the warp. 
Thus 
the -weaving goes on, and out of the 
warp, or lengthwise threads, and thei 
filling or cross^Ylse threads, we get a 
strong piece of -v\'ooden cloth. 


Some day, when PiJ have perfectedi 
my experiment, you'll hear men sayina 
in clotliing stores: Is this suit all oaki 
Do you guarantee that there is no 
cheap yellow pine in it?

that said statement is made by the authority of. and guaranteed to be accurate 
by. the makers of such food, and the name and complete address of the makers 
shall be affixed thereto: all printed in plain type of a size not less than that 
known as eight point, and in the English language. 


Sec. 2. That the covering of each and every package of manufactured, pre- 


pared or compounded foods shipped from any State, Territory or the District 
of Columbia, when the food in said package shall have been taken from a cover- 
ing supplied by or for the makers and re-covered by or for the sellers, shaL» bear- 
upon its lace or within its enclosure an accurate copy of the statement of in- 
gredients and name o£ the makers which appeared' upon the package or cater- 
ing of said food ns supplied by or for the makers thereof, printed in like manner 
as the statement of the makers was printed, and such statement shall also bea» 
the name and address o£ the person, hrm or corporation that re-covered sucl!c 
food. 


Sec. "•. That it shail bo unlawful for any person or persons to purposely, wii- 


fnlly aad maliciously remove, alter, obliterate or destroy such statement of in- 
gredients appearing on packages of food, as provided in the preceding sections,, 
and any person or persons who shail violate this section shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be lined not less than one hundred dollars 
nor more tlisn five hui»drcd dollars, or imprisoned not less than one month nor 
more than sis months, or both, in the discretion of the court. 


Sec. 4. That the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture shall, 


procure, or cuuie to be procured from retail dealers, aj;d analyze, or cause to be 
analyzed or ex::;nu:cd. chemically. microscopicH-lJy. or otherwise, samples of ali 
manufactured, prepared or compounded foods otfered for sale in original, un- 
broken packages iii tlie District of Columbia, in any- Territory, or in any State 
other tiiaii t!iat in which they shall have bL'cu respectively manufactured or 
otherwise produced, or from a foreign country, or intended for export to a for- 
eign country. The Secretary ot Asr.culttirc shall make necessary rules and reg-

truth of the statement and throws it 
upon the maker, where it properly be- 
longs. 


The remaining sections explain theqv 
selves.

That every person, firm or corpora- 
tion engaged in the manufacture, preparation or compounding of food for 
human consumption, shall print in plain view on cach package thereof made b y 
or for them shipped from any State or Territory, or the District of Columbia, fti 
complete and accurate statement of all the ingredients thereof, delined by word»- 
in common use to describe said ingredients, together with the announcement 
that said statement is made by the authority of, and guaranteed to be accurate- 
by, the makers of such food, and the name and complete address of the makers 
shall be attixed thereto; all printed in plain typo of a size not less than t h a t 
known as eight point, and in the English language. 


Sec. 2. That the covering of cach and evei-y package of manufaotur^'l. pre- 
l>ared or conjpounded foods sliipped from any State, Territory or the District 
ot Columbia, when the food in said package shall have been taken from a cover--, 
ing supj'ilicd by or for the makers and rc-coverod by or for the sellers, shali» b e a r 
upon its laco or Avithin its enclosure an accurate copy of tlie statement of in- 
gredients and name of the makers -svhich appi^ared upon the package or cöVer^ 
ing of said food as supplied by or for the makers thereof, printed in like mannei^ 
as the statement of the makers was printed, and such statement shall also bear 
the n a m e and address of the person, brm or corporation that re-covered sucli- 
food. 


Sec. o, That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to purposely, wii- 
fully and maliciously remove, alter, obliterate or destroy such statement of in- 
gredients appearing on packages of food, as provided in the preceding sections^, 
and any person or persons who shall violate this section shall be guilty of a mlB- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall be lined not less than one hundred dollars 
nor njore than live hundred dollars, or impriKoned not less than one month nor 
more than six months, or Ijoth, in the discretion of the court.

Tliat the Bureau of Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture shall 
procure, or cauhe to be procured from retail dealers, and analyze, or cause to bo 
analyy.ed or esamliicd, chemically; microscopicajly, or otherwise, samples of all. 
manufactured, prepared or compounded foods olfercd for sale in original, un- 
broken packages In the District of Columbia, in any Territory, or in any State 
other than that in which they shall have byen respectively manufactured or 
otherwise produced, or from a foreign country, or intended for export to a ior- 
eigu country. 
The ^Secretary of Agncuiture shall make jjcccssary rules and reg- 
ulations for carrying out tne provisions of this Act, and is hereny auUiorlzed to 
employ such chcmists, inspectors, cleriis, laborers, and other employes, as may 
be ncccsfrary to carry out the provisions of thib Act and to make such publica- 
tion of tne results of the examinations and anaylsis as he may deem propexv 
And any manuiacturcr, producer or dealer who shall refuse to supply, upon ap- 
idlcation and tender and tull paymciit of the selling price samples of such arti- 
cles of tood to any person duly authorized b;^' the »"secretary of Agriculture to 
i-'cccive the bame, shall be guihy of a nubitemeanor, and upon conviction shall be 
lined not cxccetiing one hundred doiiar.-?, or impriaoncd not exceeding one 
nrnUrtnl days, or boih.

Sec. b, That this Act shall not be construed to interfere with commerce 
^yholly Internal in any State, nor with the excrcise of their police powers b^' the
